home of a relative in the same block. 
At her urging he left his dead wife 
and went over the roofs to the other 
house in search of his children, and

they all returned to his house and 
found that the front door had been 
forced, evidently soon after he had 
left, his wife had been taken to the 
bed, all her clothing removed 
and 
eight tally marks on the wall with

These are things, he said, the Ger­ 
mans would deliberately inflict on the 
homes in the United States if we per 
mkt them to do so, and the way to 
stop them is to send men to Europe 
and back them with more men and 
money.

UNIVERSITY AND ELSEWHERE 


From Friday's Daily Eagle

sympathizers and German spies here 
at A. and AI., the Ubiversity of Texas 
and elsewhere, Prof. Guilllmero Hall 
of Austin, sent here by the Federal 
reserve bank at Dallas as the Liberty 
day speaker, addressed 
a 
large 
au­ 
dience at the intersection of Alain 
and Twenty-fifth streets 
this 
after­ 
noon. 
The streets had been roped off 
and the four sides were completely 
filled with autos by 2:30 o’clock. The 
street intersection was packed wtih 
people standing. 
The singing of pa­ 
triotic songs and the brief but stir­ 
ring patriotic address of Hon. W. C. 
Davis preceded the main speaking At 
its conclusion the men were called to 
a meeting at the courthouse. 
Prof. Hall, after an appealing iutro- 
duction by Hon. W. C. Davis, launched • " > !; at 
to 
the main part of his address by tell­ 
ing how he came to know so much 
about the Germans in the present war. 
He 
was 
asked 
to 
join 
Hulbert 
Hoover’s staff for the Belgian 4W-' : 
and reached Belgium 
in 
February, 
1916. He was placed in charge ot the 
inspection and control of foodstuffs on 
the Belgium-German frontier, 
a . 
the 
point where the Germans first “atered 
Bt'gium. 
Hence he had an opp.J-.tu- 
uity from what he saw and from talk­ 
ing with the people to become more 
or less familiar with conditions. Later 
th* Germans erected an electric fence 
of five and sometimes six strands o 
wire between Belgium and Holland 
The purpose was said to be to keep 
the Belgians from escaping to Holland 
ana to prevent deserters from the Ger­ 
man army from entering Holland. The 
real purpose, however, said Pro'. Hail 
was to cover their smuggling opera 
tions and prevent England, which pet 
netted certain goods to go to Holland 
f»*cm discovering that these went 
Germany. 
Nobody was 
allowed 
that zone. 
After a long time Prol 
Hall says he gained thfe confidence of 
the Germans and they finally let him 
In, under the promise to reveal notli 
ing that happened in Belgium.

waa the only man allowed to cress 
this barred zone, to gain which he 
finally got the confidence of the Der 
mans, acted square and above board 
treated them with courtesy, reading 
the riot act to them occasionally, call 
leg their bluff, for, as he says, the 
bluffer is the more easily bluffed.
